TRANSCEIVER REMOTE VFO 
de W4OZF 

Most of the transceivers being manufactured for the H.F. bands 
have remote VFO’s available as accessories but most sell for $100 
or more. A VFO module is available from Ten-Tec for $7.95 which 
can easily be adapted for transceiver remote VFO service. 

The schematic shown is of the Ten-Tec VO-1 module modified for 
use with the Yaesu FT-101 transceiver. Jumpers are installed from 
pins B to C and from pin E to the variable capacitor which is 
already on the board. If no other changes were made, the VFO 
would now tune the 40m band from 7000 to 7400 kc. The FT-101 VFO 
requires a range of 8600 to 9300 kc. This is accomplished by 
changing C1 from 430 pf to 200 pf and C2 from 430 pf to 220 pf. C3, a 
50 pf variable capicator, is added to trim the VFO in conjunction 
with a slug in the oscillator coil. 

External connections to the VFO are P (DC supply from 6 to 12 
volts - must be regulated), F (output - use coaxial cable to couple 
the RF to the transceiver), and G (ground - connect the shield of the 
coax here plus a ground return for the supply voltage). 

The module may be installed in a 212x214x4 minibox for stability

and then in a larger box to provide a dial and drive system - I used a 
Radio Shack Archer dial. 

For different frequency ranges for other transceivers, use the 
trial and error method; try different values of capacitance at C1 
and C2. If the range is to be below the 40m band, move the jumper 
at C from B to A, and at the variable from E to D. This brings the 
range to 3500 to 4000 kc. with no further changes. As mentioned 
earlier, final calibration is done with C3 and the slug in the
